Medical Center North Division 
into a nursing home may be 
Jeopardized by the battle of 
three local persons and their 
lawyer. 
The three persons, all neigh­ 
bors of the vacated hospital on 
Charlotte 
Street, 
protested 
Leader's plans to use part of the 
facility as a “ residential unit." 
Their lawyer, Gilbert Lewis, 
called it a rooming house. 
Following a zoning hearing 
attended by about 50 clapping 
and moaning residents, Leader 
said it was “doubtful" his bank 
would give him credit for the $2 


million 
investment 
if 
the 
residential section is outlawed. 
The zoning hearing board is 
expected to make a decision on 
the use of that part c* the 
hospital within 45 days. 
Lewis argued that his clients 
are not protected from the ex- 
g o v e r n o r ' s 
t ur ni ng 
th e 
residential unit into a half-way 
house or, in the words of one 
official, 
“ a 
flop house 
for 
transients.” The residential unit 
would be located in the former 
student nurses' headquarters. 
Leader says the design prevents 
him from putting nursing home 
patients there. 
Two of the protestors, Neil 
Gazillo, 624 N. Evans St., and 
Chert Boyer, 782 N. Evans St., 
testified at the second and last 
hearing Wednesday, saying they 


were not opposed to the nursing 
home. What they wanted was 
assurance that the zoning board 
would be able to control the 
home to keep transients out and 
to offer enough parking in the 
neighborhood. 
Charles Barr, 38 W. 4th St., 
calling himself “ a family man,’* 
blasted the protestors and said it 
was 
“ almost 
inconceivable 
somebody would bring this up. " 
“ God knows, we all get old if 
we live long enough," said Barr, 
a former council member. 
“Amen!" 
someone 
in 
the 
audience called out. 
Lauding the proposal was the 
pastor of the Pottstown Seventh- 
day 
Adventist Church, 
Paul 
Bridgeford. The preacher said 
that in his 16 years working with 
the church he has often visited 


nursing homes and never hod to 
search for parking places. Nor 
has he seen traffic problems 
cited by the protestors. He never 
heard

“ It’s been tranquil. In fact, 
almost too much so at times and 
I wonder where are the people 
who care?"

Carter asks spirit of unity 
to combat array of problems 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) 
— 
P r e s i d e n t 
C a r t e r 
t o l d 
Americans Wednesday night it 
will take sacrifice, thrift and 
cooperation to weather a per­ 
manent energy shortage that 
government cannot solve "if you 
are not willing to help." 
In a fireside chat on a cold 
winter night, Carter asked the 
nation to rekindle a spirit of 
unity like that of World War II 
days, so as to cope with energy, 
economic and an array of other 
problems confronting his two- 
week-old administration. 
"I believe we are ready for 
that same spirit again — to plan 
ahead, work together and use 
common sense." he said. "Not 
because of war, but because we 


realize 
that 
we 
must 
act 
together to solve our problems 
and because we are ready to 
trust one another." 
Carter spoke first of energy, 
saying that a permanent policy 
to deal with that problem is one 
of his most urgent projects. He 
praised Congress for its quick 
passage 
of 
the emergency 
natural gas act he signed hours 
earlier. 
"But the real problem — our 
failure to plan for the future or 
to take energy conservation 
seriously — started long before 
this winter and will take much 
longer to solve," he said. 
“This winter has made us all 
realize that we have to act." 
Carter said he will complete 


by April 20 a long-term energy 
program 
emphasizing 
con­ 
servation. He said the nation 
now wastes more energy than it 
imports. 
"We must face the fact that 
the energy shortage is per­ 
manent," he said. “ There is no 
way we can solve it quickly. 
"But if we all cooperate and 
make modest sacrifices, If we 
learn to 
live 
thriftily 
and 
remember the importance of 
helping our neighbors, then we 
can find ways to adjust and to 
make our society more efficient 
and our lives more productive," 
he said.

Editorial: 
Same old 
story 


Once again the headlines tell of 
record cold weather draining the 
reserves of natural gas in this area or 
that— forcing curtailment of fuel 
supplies to industry, threatening 
shutdowns of factories and schools, 
and so on. The headlines are new, the 
story is old, and the reasons are 
obvious. 
So is a part of the cure. The reasons 
are underproduction of natural gas 
and overregulation by government. 
The cure is less control and more 
conservation and production. It's as 
simple as that. 
As the price of oil and clean air has 
risen over the last few years, so has 
reliance on natural gas as a com­ 
paratively pollution-free alternative. 
The Federal Power Commission has, 
since I960, unrealistically restricted 
the price of natural gas. Demand has 
escalated, squeezing the profit 
margin on which the industry draws 
for exploration and development of 
new natural gas fields. 
As a result of the restrictions, as 
well as depletion of fields that are 
easy to develop, the production of 
natural gas has been declining for the 
past five years. The nation is, in ef­ 
fect, paying the difference between 
what natural gas should cost and 
what it is allowed to cost in the hard 
coin of hardship and personal 
discomfort, as we!! as actua! cash. 
Natural gas is an endangered 
energy source to be sure. But the 
shortages that are appearing this 
winter could have been avoided if 
those who extract and pipe the fuel to 
us had been allowed to have the in­ 
come necessary to develop deep and 
hard-to-reach concentrations. 
Deregulation of natural gas prices 
is necessary, not to assure an endless 
supply, but to tide us over until 
alternate sources of energy are 
found.

Conclusion 
is harsh but 
long overdue 


WASHINGTON — (NEA) — One year after 
World War 11 the government was able to 
declare without problem that all 6.058 men 
missing in action were dead. Proper benefits 
were distributed to survivors and so the 
concerned relatives were officially set free to 
begin new lives. The sime quick action was 
taken after Korea. 
But four years after the nation stopped 
fighting in Vietnam, and two years after the 
last G.I. left Saigon, nearly 800 men continue 
to be listed as Ml As, and hundreds of 
anguished families continue to dangle on a 
gossamer thread of faith they may still be 
alive. 
They are almost certainly not alive. The 
United States has conducted an MIA search 
unparalleledd In history, and a thoroughly 
efficient Congressional probe has recently 
decided there are no living MIAs. Yet the 
casualties are not laid to rest; the families 
argue over small odds, and the wretchedly 
sensitive controversy seems endless. 
There is a culprit in all this: The National 
League of Families of Prisoners of M ar and 
Missing in Action. It Is the group formed to 
offer support and group therapy for the war 
families, and for many years it did Just that. 
Now, according to increasing numbers of 
Washington observers, its original good 
purpose has turned sour. 
"The League"s usefulness has run out**' 
says Rep. G.V. (Sonny) Montgomery (D. 
Miss.). He chaired a 15-month investigation 
of the MIA issue, concluding that the men 
"lost their lives in the service of their 
country.'* He says extending the debate now 
is "dragging it through the mud," and wishes 
the League of Families would disband ‘in 
dignity." 
Montgomery does not rap the League with 
any relish. Nor does he do It lightly. When it 
was organized in the 1960s the League was a 
selfless effort by courageous wives to bring 
the plight of their husbands into the public 
arena. As such the group was sentimentally 
adopted by a concerned nation. Many still 
remember it in this light. 
But the League has changed — for the 
worse. Many of its officers are now salaried 
instead of volunteers. Its director, formerly 
with VIYA magazine, Is of no relation to a 
POW or MIA. A member of Montgomery’s 
Congressional staff says the group "has 
become a bureaucracy, and you have to 
wonder if its main objective is to perpetuate 
itself." 
Whatever the League's motives, Its In­ 
fluence among MIA families remains strong. 
It is now particularly infuential among MIA 
parents, who see it as their difference bet­ 
ween hope and no hope. Many wives have 
dropped out of the League, while others stay 
only to avoid arguments with those parents 
who refuse to admit the death of their sons. 
Montgomery says he is concerned most 
about the wives. "I talk with them, and get 
letters from them — they say they want to 
get on with their lives, but can't until this 
thing is settled." And here is where the 
League's fault is blatant. It won’t let the 
matter settle. It won’t close the books. The 
League says Montgomery’s investigation 
was shallow and insists some of the MIAs 
may still be alive. 
The evidence is absolutely contrary to the 
League’s position. Of the 6,058 MIAs in World 
W’ar II, as example, not one has since turned 
up living. Of the 5,127 MIAs in Korea, none 
have returned. Montgomery says some 
Vietnam remains (perhaps 150 to 200) may 
be recoverable, and should be recovered, but 
any higher expectations are illusory. 
Sometimes, unfortunately, the higher 
expectations are not only illusory but 
needlessly cruel. The League turns every 
rumor into a hope and each scrap of non- 
! n form, a tlon i nto1 * new evidence. *" During the 
Congressional search, one League rumor 
was traced to a man in a Bangkok bar who in 
fact knew nothing more than the color of his 
beer — and so another family was left with 
still another disappointment, 
Montgomery says the disappointments 
have been repeated enough. Some wives 
have tried to escape by taking secret new 
husbands, Some families have become so 
emotionally confused they refuse to identify 
returned remains. Suffering for many is well 
into Its second decade. It's time to bring it to 
an end. The League of Families is per­ 
petuating irrationality; the conclusion is 
harsh but accurate.

NEW YORK — Two things 
that interest me very much 
happened recently and, in one 
way at least, they're related: 
1. The computer forgot to send 
out auto registration renewal

2, My friend, Ralph M. Tur­ 
ner, chief editorial writer and 
editor of the editorial page of the

And why are these two items 
related? 
Well, because in a 
farewell 
note to me, 
Ralph 
enclosed a clip of an editorial he 
wrote about 12 years ago when 
The Motor Vehicle Department 
was involved in another snafu.

"Columnist Norton Mockridge 
recently told the story of an 
airline that was having trouble 
with its computer system, which

Engineers discovered the 
source of the trouble was in the 
com puter at Kansas City.

t he

by women, the home office sent

fem ale 
supervisor 
to

vestig ate. 
She 
spent 
days 
watching all the operators at 
work and so far as she could see, 
nobody 
was 
doing 
anything 
wrong. Yet while she was there 
the system blew its stack foiir 
times! 
"Finally, 
the 
home 
office 
called 
off 
the 
fem ale 
in­ 
vestigator and sent its top male 
specialist. No sooner did he 
enter the office than he spotted 
the trouble. 
“ At one of the machines sat a 
voluptuous young lady with an 


enormous 
bosom. 
When 
she 
leaned forward to insert pun­ 
che a rds 
at the rear of the 
machine, 
her very generous 
endowment depressed one or 
two lines of a keyboard. You 
might suppose that the solution 
was to replace her with a flat­ 
chested operator, or a male, but 
the com puter center was more 
considerate. She was given a 
higher chair — and the com­ 
puter went blooie no more. 
"The reason we recall Nor­ 
ton's story is that we wonder if it 
wouldn’t be a good idea for the 
New York State Department of 
Motor Vehicles to take a second 
look at any female com puter 
operators who may have been 
working on the 1965 automobile 
registrations.

In the final part of a two- 
part series. Father Penny ex­ 
plains what were just stories 
had now been enlivened.

Tel Aviv is a city that grew 
without a plan. Originally in­ 
tended for a population of 50,000, 
today there are 250.000. It is the 
diamond center of the world 
which was a surprise to us. It is

empty because everyone wants 
to park in front of his place of 
business, or residence. Apart­ 
ments are sold for the most part, 
not rented. They cost on the 
average $45.000. 
Situated mid-way between Tel 
Aviv

on

M editerranean coast is a ruin of 
a 
city, 
Caesarea, 
which 
in 
miniscule reproduces the ding- 
dong battle scene one finds all 
over Israel. 
The ding-dong scene is this! 
Roman rule came to an end in 
639 with the Arab conquest. In 
1101 it fell to the Crusaders. In 
1187 it was recaptured by the 
Saracens. In the next 40 years it 
changed 
hands 
five 
tim es 
r e t u r n i n g 
to 
C h r i s t i a n 
domination in 1228. The Sultan 
penetrated 
in 
1265 
the 
im­ 
pregnable fortifications of the 
Crusaders. 
From 
then 
on. 
Caesarea faded from the map, 
abandoned by man, buried by 
sand dunes and unearthed by 
archaeologists. Today there is a 
renewal. The theater facing the 
M editerranean is once more in 
use. 
Last 
year Phildelphia’s 
"Singing 
City” 
produced 
a 


concert there. Golfs enthusiasts 
will welcome the news that the 
Rothchild family built the only 
18 
hole 
golf 
course 
and 
clubhouse In all of Israel. It was 
opened in 1961, 
For Christians Caesarea holds 
a special place of reverence. It 
was there that the first gentile 
convert, 
the 
centurion 
Cor* 
nelisu, 
was baptized by the 
Apostle Peter. St. Paul was 
imprisoned there for two years. 
It was there he held the con­ 
v e r s a t i o n s 
with 
Ag r i p pa 
recorded in Acts 26. Some think 
he wrote some of his captivity 
Epistles 
while 
in 
Caesarea. 
From there he was taken to jail 
in Rome. 
For 
me 
Caesarea 
m eant 
Eusebius who became Bishop of 
the town in 315. Prior to my visit 
Caesarea was just a name, a 
blah in my mind. But why was 
Eusebius 
important 
to 
me? 
Because he is known as the 
"Father of Church History". His 
most 
celebrated 
ten 
volume 
"Ecclesiastical 
History" 
was 
written there and is the prin­ 
cipal source for the history of 
Christianity from the Apostolic 
Age until fourth century. 
Eusebius was a prolific writer 
in spite of the turbulent times in 
which he lived. He was an eye­ 
witness of the Diocletian per­ 
secution 
(303-313) 
and 
wrote 
"The M artyrs of Palestine". 
A 
uni que 
di s cover y 
in 
Caesarea was the unearthing of 
a stone inscribed with the name 
of Pontius Pilate was know only 
from 
the 
Gospels 
and 
the 
writings of Josephus. What a 
find! 
Continuing on our way to 
Haifa we visited Meglddo, the 
Arm ageddon 
of 
Revelation 
16:16. It is the symbolic bat­ 
tlefield where the final contest 


between the forces of good and 
evil is ultimately to take place. 
One 
can 
understand 
why. 
Megiddo time and time again 
has been the scene of violent 
conflicts. Why? Because of its 
strategic location at the in­ 
tersection of two vitally im­ 
portant ancient routes. 'Here, 
E g y p t i a n s , 
A s s y r i a n s , 
Caananites, 
Israelites, 
Per­ 
s i a n s , 
Gr e e k s , 
R o m a n s , 
S aracen s, 
C rusaders 
from 
Europe, Turks and British have 
moved 
over 
this 
im portant 
junction. Who will be next? 
Haifa viewed from the top of 
Ml. Carmel is breathtaking. It is 
Israel’s main sea port. One can 
see in the distance the snow­ 
capped ML Hermon. 


But for most of us on the 
pilgrim age one of the mountain- 
top experiences was our visit to 
the Sea of Galilee. The Golan 
Heights are across the lake and 
at night one notices the lights 
from some of the 23 kibbutzim 
established on the top of the 
heights. The Sea of Galilee is 14 
miles 
long. 
It 
was 
in 
this 
beautiful region that much of the 
Gospel story was enacted. 
There was a quietness and 
spirituality about the Sea of 
Galilee. Before dawn I jogged 
along the shore of the lake and 
couldn’t help but think of the 
disciples fishing, toiling vainly 
all night against the fury of the 
stormy sea, of Jesus meeting 
Andrew 
and saying 
"Follow 
Me". It was on this shore than 
Jesus taught the multitudes, fed 
the 5000. healed the sick, and 
walked upon the waters. 
At daybreak that 
morning 
three Pastors stood on the pier 
and 
caught 
pictures 
of 
the 
sunrise over Golan Heights. 
We lived In a Kibbutz at 


Galilee. There are more than 250 
kibbutzim 
in 
Israel 
with 
a 
population of more than 80,000. 
I had envisioned quonset huts. 
Today, 
in 
a long-established 
kibbutz there are to be found a 
cul t ural 
center 
containing 
library, study room, music room 
and a hall for lectures, concerts, 
films, 
shows, 
performances. 
There are sports and playing 
fields. Members are regularly 
sent 
off 
to 
vocational 
and 
agricultural schools, 
courses, 
sem inaries, Hebrew University, 
academy of music, and even to 
study abroad. 


Three elements form the basis 
for kibbutz life: work, equality, 
equal partnership. The kibbutz 
law of equality reads: "From, 
everyone 
according 
to 
his 
capacity; to everyone according 
to his needs.” All in kibbutz 
work, but the division of labor is 
not the usual kind. Men not only 
work in the vineyard, cowshed, 
factory and in management. 
While everyone works, some 
spend most of their time doing 
physical, others mental, 
and 
still others administrative work. 
Children live from birth in 
children’s 
homes 
near 
the 
houses of members and are 
cared 
for 
by 
professionally 
trained members. Daily, when 
parents’ work is finished the 
children come to stay with them 
until bedtime. At least five hours 
is devoted by parents daily to 
their children. The ability to be 
with them in the late afternoon 
hours, undisturbed by others, 
allows parents to devote at­ 
tention to them. 
Our 
quarters 
were 
in 
a 
modern 
motel-like 
residence. 
The experience was enriched by 
a 
lecture 
and 
tour 
of 
the 
grounds. 
Noticeable 
were 
a 


number of bomb shelters. Once 
again the ominus note. 
From rich, fertile Galilee we 
passed south through Sam aria 
into Judaea and pitched our tent 
in the luxurious Intercontinental 
Hotel on the top of the Mount of 
O lives 
overlooking 
all 
of 
Jeru salem . 
Nearby 
w as 
a 
chapel marking the area where 
Jesus wept over Jerusalem. 
To Bethlehem, Qumran, and 
along the wilderness trail of the 
Dead Sea for 55 miles until we 
came to the Masada, the ruins of 
the last Jewish heroic stand in 73 
A.D. when 960 defenders com ­ 
mitted 
suicide 
rather 
than 
becom e 
capt ured 
by 
the 
Romans. A cable-car took us to 
the top of the fortress which had 
been built by Herod the G reat. It 
was a hollow victory for the 
Romans when after months of 
storm ing 
the 
fortress 
they 
reached the top and in the words 
of Josephus "could only wonder 
at the courage of their resolution 
which so great a number of them 
had shown."

discovered 
through 
our 
pilgrimage to the Bible sites in 
the Holy Land that the Bible and 
my faith took on more meaning. 
To walk in the footsteps of Jesus 
gave us a new dimension of 
experience. We shared a new 
understanding of the past, a past 
ravished with war century after 
c e n t u r y , 
of 
port 
c i t i e s 
c o n q u e r e d , 
r a z e d , 
a n d 
reconquered. 
The contemporary situation of 
strict 
security 
and 
constant 
vigilance, 
of 
friction 
and 
suspicion focused on the ex­ 
plosive nature of events. 
A glimpse into the future gives 
hope of dialogue between Jew 
and Arab, of integration and 
inter-ethnic relations. Despite 
negative forces there is hope for 


more and more cooperation and 
the development of links bet­

minority. 
People, places, cultures came 
to life as we visited the holy 
places, holy to Jew, Muslim and 
Christian.

tolerate brown drinking water 
until the weather warms enough 
to permit 
hydrant flushing, 
borough 
officials 
said 
Wed­ 
nesday. 
The flushing of the lines is 
done usually in April each year, 
after the chance of the water 
freezing 
on 
the 
streets 
has 
passed. 
Harry Leister, superintendent 
of the water department, said he 
is 
considering 
having 
the 
“ spring 
flush 
as 
soon 
as 
possible." 


Leister has been deluged by 
"scores and scores" of com­ 
plaints. One resident told The 
Mercury her bath water heads 
were now turning the water the 
wrong shade. 
The cause of the discoloration 
is particles of maganese that 
have built up on the pipes and 
are now breaking off as the east 
iron pipes contract with the 
extreme cold. Leister said. 


The water plant operators 
have 
e x p e rt m en ted 
w ith 
changing chemical additives in 
the water. Theoretically, the 
water could be made clear by 
adding chemicals that cause the 
manganese to dissolve. But the 
manganese would still 'he1 in the 
w ater. Leister said. 
The drawback to this method 


is 
that 
the 
additives 
could 
seriously 
lower 
the chlorine 
content of the water, preventing 
complete removal of bacteria. 
Experim entation 
could 
also 
result in changing the water to 
another pastel, instead of the 
dreary 
beige 
that 
plagues 
residents. 
"There could be the possibilty 
of maybe making pink water," 
Leister said. 
H arold 
Dunlap. 
446 
N„ 
Franklin St.. said Wednesday 
that the 
maganese particles 
have blocked the strainer in his 
spigots, reducing the flow of 
water to a trickle. What does 
come out "certainly isn’t very 
presentable," he said. 
The maganese, an element 
naturally 
occurring 
in river 
water, can only be removed by 
the 
'flushings. 
Leister 
said. 
There is no threat to health, and 
the best way to cope with the 
tainted water is to test it before 
doing laundry or other chores 
requiring clean water, Leister 
said. 
The 
concentration 
of 
pollutants changes throughout 
the day, he explained. 
"We’re aware of the fact that 
it’s getting no better," Lesiter 
said. "But I just can’t make an 
intelligent guess as to how long 
it’s going to keep up.’* 
"Our only hope is to try to 
flush. But we can’t flush now.’’

Center says measles 
spreading in nation 


ATLANTA <A P) - Measles — 
one of the most dangerous of 
childhood 
d iseases 
— 
is 
spreading, 
and 
the 
national 
Center for Disease' Control says 
a major cause is that states are 
not enforcing: child vaccination 
laws. 
Last year, 38,585 cases of 
measles were reported in the 
United States — the largest 
number since 1971 and almost 
double the record low 22,094 
cases reported in 1974. 


And for the first three weeks 
of this year, the incidence is 
more than twice what it w as in 
the same period in 1976. the CDC 
said. 


"It is very disturbing." said 
Dr. Walter Orenstein, a medical 
epidemiologist at the CDC. 
Orenstein said most states 
have 
law s 
or 
regulations 
requiring vaccination of school 
children, hut they are not being 
enforced. He said one problem is 
the lack of manpower. 


“Some enforce them in cer­ 
tain localities," he said in an 
interview. 
"But 
there again 
manpower is involved. You need 
somebody to check the records 
(before a child is enrolled in 
school». You need documentary 
evidence that a child has been 
vaccinated — not just the word 
of the parent." 


Here 
are 
the 
states 
that 
Orenstein 
considers to have 
disturbing num bers of eases for 
the first three weeks of this 
year: Indiana ( 199», Wisconsin 
(1 0 0 ), 
P ennsylvania 
(8 3 ), 
California (80), Iowa (75), Texas 
(41), Kansas (39), and Min­ 
nesota (34). 


The actual cases in these 
states and others undoubtedly 
are higher, he said, because not 
all cases are reported and many­ 
are even misdiagnosed. 
Nationally, 2,562 ceses have 
been reported for the three-week 
period, compared with 1,171 for 
the same 'period last year.

But most Americans will have 
to learn about metric measures 
in the p rac tice of daily life 
Some will need to adjust to new 
equipment on the job Some will 
have to learn new ways of doing 
old things 


But on balance, the change, 
m oat experts believe, will not, 
cause extensive inconvenience 
for most people Those same ex­ 
perts admit, however, that some 
resistance is not unreasonable to 
expect People, after all. are 
more comfortable with old, fa­ 
miliar ideas.. Few look forward 
to breaking in a. new pair of 
shoes 
Industries will go m etric at 
different rates, depending on 
their involvem ent in interna 
tional trade, and with other com

Industries in which American

Survey shows food prices continue to increase

prices went up last month, with 
most of the boosts affecting food 
products. 
The AP drew up a random list 
of 15 commonly purchased food 
and nonfood items, checked the 
price at one supermarket in 
each of 13 cities on March 1.1973 
and has rechecked on or about 
the start of each succeeding 
month. 
Among the latest findings; 
—The marketbasket bill in­ 
creased during January at the 
checklist store in 10 of the 
survey cities. The average rise 
was

per 
cent. 
The 
bill 
decreased at the checklist store 
in two cities, down an average 
seven-tenths of a per cent, and 
was unchanged in one city. A 13- 
city average of the market­ 
basket bills at the checklist 
stores showed an increase of 3 
percent last month. 


—The AP survey showed that 
the marketbasket bill at the 
checklist store in 12 cities was 
higher this Feb. 1 than It was a 
year ago. The average increase 
was 9.4 per cent. The only ex­ 
ception 
was Chicago, 
where 
coffee — responsible for much of 
the price boost elsewhere — was 
unavailable 
at the 
checklist 
store in the requested size and 
brand and therefore could not be 
included in the total. 


—Almost all of the increases 
occurred at food: counters. Over 
90 per cent of the items which 
went up in price during January 
in the AP survey were foods. 
—The items most frequently 
rising In price were pork chops, 
orange juice, coffee and eggs.

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
President Carter, signing 
is 
first legislation since his 
inauguration, approved the 
emergency natural gas bill 
Wednesday night and said its 
first use will be to transfer 
billions of cubic feet of the fuel 
from California to eastern states 
hard-hit by the bitter winter. 
“I'm very proud to have a 
chance to sign this first law Into 
being because of its importance 
to our people," the President 
said.“I would like to declare that a 
natural gas emergency does 
exist.” 
In tte Oval Office signing 
ceremony, Carter also put his 
signature to orders officially 
declaring the emergency and 
directing the Federal Power 
Commission and other agencies 
to begin directing natural gas to 
the states that need it. most. 
The ceremony, in which 
Carter used four pens and 


d i s t r i b u t e d t h e m 
to 
congressional leaders in at­ 
tendance, took, place only hours 
after Congress put the finishing 
touches on the bill. The House 
approved the measure 336-82 
and the w sen ate passed It 
earlier by voice vote, 
Although the bill was a 
compromise between versions 
passed in each chamber earlier 
in the week It provides Carter 
with nearly everything he had 
sought. 
The legislation gives Carter 
the power to declare national or 
r e g i o n a. 1 n a t u r a 1. g a s 
emergencies and to order gas 
moved from state to state to 
keep homes and hospitals warm. 
Designed to spread out the 
shortage more evenly, the bill 
would not provide immediate 
aid to areas where gas supplies 
are running dangerously low. 
Energy officials indicated that 
any emergency gas transfers 
probably will involve shifting 


gas from slates west of the 
Mississippi River to those in the 
frigid East,. And gas only moves 
about 15 miles per hour in 
pipelines. 
The bill also will do nothing for 
factories closed by the gas 
shortages. It gives Carter 
authority to move gas to protect 
life and property but not to 
reopen schools and factories. 
Many of those closed fac­ 
tories, in fact, could remain shut 
for some time, the Federal 
Power Commission says. The 
agency says factories forced to 
close by the shortage may find it 
difficult to get enough fuel to 
reopen before April because 
depleted natural gas reserves 
must be replenished first. As 
mi any as 1.5 million workers 
currently are out of jobs because 
of those factory closings. 
This authority lasts through 
April 30. The bill also allows 
pipelines to purchase gas 
through July 31 at levels above 


current federally regulated 
levels. 
“This measure Is very tem­ 
porary, meant only to deal as 
best we can with the current 
crisis,” Senate Majority Leader 
Robert Byrd, D-W.Va,, said. 
The President plans to submit 
a long-range bill for dealing with 
energy shortages to Congress by 
April 20. House and Senate 
leaders have promised to give it 
prom pt considera t ion. 
The final version of the bill 
closely resembled the one 
Carter submitted Iasi Wed­ 
nesday. The Senate passed the 
President’s bill on Monday by a 
91-2 margin. But the House on 
Tuesday passed its own version, 
367 to 52, with a price ceiling and 
pro1visions that spelled out 
exactly how Carter should 
allocate the emergency gas — 
amendments the White House 
opposed, 
A. House-Senate conference 
committee ironed out the dif­ 


ferences Tuesday night. The 
resulting compromise struck the 
House amendnents but included 
a provision In the bill guaran­ 
teeing that higher prices for gas 
during the emergency period 
would not trigger a general rise 
in prices in the unregulated 
intrastate market. 
Gas produced and sold in the 
same state is not subject to 
federal price regulation. The 
emergency bill would allow 
interstate pipelines to tem­ 
porarily buy gas in these in­ 
trastate markets at the higher 
prevailing prices. 
The Federal Power Com­ 
mission has put a ceiling of $1.42 
per thousand cubic feet on newly 
produced gas sold to interstate 
pipelines. However, much of the 
gas in the interstate pipelines is 
under old contracts and sells at 
federally controlled prices that 
range as low as 52 cents per 
thousand cubic feet.

Buffalos cleanup bolstered by Army troops 


BUFFALO (AP) — Little by 
tittle, 
snow-stricken 
Buffalo’s 
m assive cleanup from the most 
severe 
storm 
in 
the 
city’s 
history 
moved 
forward 
and 
received a 
boost

with the arrival of fresh men, 
snowremoval equipment and a 
promise of federal money. 
Air Force planes ferried in 200 
Army engineering troops and a 
work crew from New York City, 
along with snowblowers, road 
scrapers 
and 
trucks. 
Other 
military craft flew in blades and 
other parts for city snowplows 
that had broken down. 
And the federal government 
said Buffalo would get about 
$200,000 
from 
$3 
m illion 
allocated to seven western New 
York 
counties 
to 
hire 
the 
unemployed for snow-removal 
work. 
City and state plowing crews, 
assisted by National Guardsmen 
an d 
p r i v a t e 
c o n t r a c to r s , 
steadily cleared primary roads

W arning that “ a fear 
psychosis has overtaken the 
whole nation,” Agriculture 
Minister Jagjivan Ram, leader 
of India's 80 million In 
touchables, bolted the party 
with five other stalwarts and 
announced plans for a new 
political grouping to work for 
the end of Mrs. Gandhi's 11-year 
reign.

W ASHINGTON ( AP) - 
Federal Power Commissioner 
John H. Holloman III said 
Wednesday that plant closings 
and layoffs caused by the 
natural gas shortage may last 
until spring even if the weather 
warms up. 
Holloman said his pessimistic 
view was based on reports of 
deep depletion of the stored gas 
supplies of the interstate 
pipelines. These supplies will 
have to be refilled once the 
worst of the shortage is past in 
order to build up supplies for 
next winter. 
Compounding the problem, 
Holloman said, is that the 
amount of gas being produced 
and! the amount going to in­ 
terstate pipelines continues to 
dwindle. 
Wrong place 
PHILADELPHIA (AP) — A 
critical shortage of fuel oil to 
heat homes exists in some parts 
of Pennsylvania even though the 
supplies are adequate. 
The problem is that the fuel oil 
isn’t always in the right place. 
And the reason is that the 
abnormally cold weather has 
fouled shipping lanes, and 
temporarily knocked delivery 
trucks out of com mission. 
Snow fences 
HARRISBURG (AP) — 
Despite recent heavy snows, the 
state Transportation Depart­ 
ment has cut by over 80 per cent 
its use of snow fences this year. 
Snow plows can handle the 
same job and the taxpayers save 
$14 million a year in reduced 
costs, said Louis O'Brien, 
PennDOT’s director of main­ 
tenance.

YUMA. Ariz. (A P ) - 
Balloonist Karl Thomas, at­ 
tempting to cross the country in 
a hot-air balloon in a record time 
of two weeks, was forced down 
near the Mexican border 
Wednesday by uncooperative 
winds.

Carter s tax plan runs into trouble among senators 
WASHINGTON (A P) — 
President C arter’* $5<)-per- 
person tax rebate plan ran Into 
trouble in Congress on Wed­ 
nesday. Key Democrats called it 
w a s t e f u l a n d S e n a t e 
Republicans endorsed a per­ 
manent across-the-board tax cut 
instead. 
Carter’s economic spokesmen 
defended his proposa as the best 
and quickest method of pumping 
up the economy. And Rep. Al 
Ullman, D-Ore., chairman of the 
House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee, said the rebate is vir­ 


tually certain to ain approval. 
But the 38 Republican 
senators, liberals and con­ 
servatives alike, unanimously 
agreed to oppose the rebate, 
calling it a pep pill and a gim­ 
mick. Add to those 38 the several 
Democratic senators who prefer 
pouring the $11.4 billion cost of 
the rebates Into jobs programs 
and it spells trouble for the 
Carter plan. 
The Senate Republican 
proposa] for stimulating the 
economy is built around an 
across-the-board cut in in­ 


dividual tax rates of about 7.5 
per cent on the first $18.000 of 
taxable income. This a uld mean 
lower taxes for most Americans, 
no matter how little or how 
much they earn. * 
For a person or couple with 
taxable income of $4,000 or 
$16,000 a year, for example, this 
would mean a tax cut of $170. 
For a person or couple at the 
$8.000 or $12,000 level, Ü» 
reduction would be $210. 
(Taxable income is what 
remains after deductions and 
exemptions have been sub­ 


tracted), 
The effects of such a tax 
reduction would he felt by 
cutting the amount of taxes 
withheld from paychecks. The 
person getting a $150 tax cut 
would see his withholding drop 
by about $3 a week. 
The Republican proposal is 
designed to give the biggest 
benefits to taxpayers with 
taxable incomes that are neither 
particularly high nor low. Thus, 
taxpayers with taxable incomes 
of between $8,000 and $12,000 


would benefit more than tax­ 
payers with taxable incomes 
that are either lower or higher 
than that range. 
Sen. Jacob K. Javtts, R-N.Y., 
who chaired: the subcommittee 
that produced the GOP plan, 
told reporters: “1 do not believe 
there is likely to be much 
econo m ic atlm ulus In a prog ra m 
of one-shot tax rebates. 
Recipients will either save or 
pay their existing debt with the 
rebate proceeds, not increase 
their consumption spending."

The younger men and 
women, those with the least

and waited patiently until they 
were eligible for Bethlehem’s 
generous pension plan.

underground.

Mines, an iron ore excavation in 
Morgantown.

Most of the men had never 
seen a mine before. Visions of 


m assive 
dark 
holes, 
w here 
black-faced men used pick and 
shovel to earn a day's wage, was 
the only concept they had of 
m ining. 
But they were con­ 
fronted with either accepting the 
job or throwing away years of 
invested labor with the com ­ 
pany. 
" It was better than unem ­ 
ployment, said Lee Budrow, a 
form er machine operator, who 
lived 
in 
Pennsylvania’s coal 
region before coming to Pott­ 
stown 23 years ago. "I got out of 
the coal region to work for 
Bethlehem. Been with them 23 
years. Now I find myself back in 
the mines.” 
Budrow, 345 Cherry St., a 
tobacco-chew ing red-faced man 
of 44, said he 
wasn’t com ­ 
plaining. "You hear about all 
the safety factors - that there 
hasn ’t been a mine accident, a 
m ajor one, in some 500 days - 
and you figure it can ’t be all that 
bad .” 
"A mine is like a building 
without windows,” he continued. 
“ I figured you can get used to 
anything.”

"It doesn't get us one cubic 
foot more of gas,” said William 
Taylor, public information of­ 
ficer for PE. "We need a long­ 
term energy policy and this is 
only tem porary."

likened the legislation to "ap­ 
plying a bandaid to a major 
stomach wound. There Is not 


that much gas around right now 
to be purchased, ” 
Taylor speculated the ad­

President Jim m y C arter the 
power to divert gas to areas

Bitter fight for control of USW ends T uesday 


PITTSBURGH <AP> - The 
bitter struggle for control of the 
U n ited 
S te e lw o rk e rs 
ends 
Tuesday in 
an election that 
promises to affect millions who 
have never seen the inside of a 
steel mill. 
The USW, with 1.4 million 
m em bers in the United States 
and Canada, is the largest unit 
of 
the 
AFL-CIO, 
and 
is 
a 
re c o g n iz e d 
p a c e -s e tte r 
in 
bargaining. 
What 
happens 
within this union can affect not 
only other labor groups, but the 
prices 
A m ericans 
pay 
for 
products ranging from paper 
clips to automobiles. 


For the first tim e in its 40year- 
old history, no incumbent is 
running for the USW’s top office. 
President I.W. Abel must retire 
in June after guiding the union 
through 10 y ears of stability and 
growth. 
Battling for his $75,000-a-year 
'position are Lloyd McBride, a 
60-year-old union stalwart who 
has Abel's support, and Edward 
Sad low ski. 38. a brash m ilitant 
out of the grimy mills of South 
Chicago. 


Both men agree the USW must 
continue to fight for higher 
wages and improved benefits 
and the union's vaguely defined 
goal of “ lifetim e security.’’' But 
that’s where their similarity 
ends. 
Sadlowski’s 
insurgency 
has 
the tone of a crusade. “ What’s 
wrong with our union is our 


leaders think they know w hat's 
right for the members and they 
don’t need input from anybody 
else. They think working people 
work for them ,” he said, 
McBride says “ integrity and 
dedication" are the overriding 
issues of the campaign. He has 
expended

In Pennsylvania 
Angry officials suspect gas crisis is contrived 


HARRISBURG (AP) — Some 
angry officials in Pennsylvania 
suspect that the current energy 
crisis is at least partly due to a 
deliberate effort by the natural 
gas industry to increase profits. 
Such rumblings are not new. 
They ran rampant all over the 
nation during past shortages of 
gasoline and sugar. 
Rut in Pennsylvania there is a 
growing trend by responsible 
officials to make very serious 
accusations against the natural 
gas industry. 
Gov. Shapp has repeatedly 
attacked the industry, saying 
suppliers 
are "blackjacking’* 
the public into paying higher 
prices. He compared actions by 
American 
gas 
producers 
to 
boycott s by Arab oil shieks, 
On Wednesday, a group of 
legislators unveiled a resolution 
demanding that Congress take 
steps to nationalize the gas in­ 
dustry 
Even In the normally con­ 
servative and business-oriented 
state House Republican caucus, 
there were dark suggestions of 
price gouging and hoaxes by 
both the natural gas and fuel oil 


industries. 
"The credibility is gone in 
these crisis situations ... When 
they (fuel industrialists) have 
you up against the wall, that's 
when they sock it to you," said 
freshman 
lawmaker 
Ronald 
Goebel. R-Allegheny, right in 
the middle of a GOP caucus 
meeting. 
"The exploitation of hum,an 
misery is just unbelievable.” 
said 
Rep. 
John 
Laudadlo. 
D Westmoreland. 
"They 
want 
to 
have 
the 
Northeastern states groveling 
all the time for gas ... It's a 
money game. It's all a money 
game, and I can't see any end in 
sight unless Congress makes a 
dramatic 
move," 
Laudadlo 
said. 
Shapp 
testified 
last 
week 
before 
the U.S. 
House Sub­ 
com m ittee 
on 
Power 
and 
Energy, asking for a federal 
investigation of the natural gas 
industry. 
"The people of Pennsylvania, 
and indeed the people of all our 
energy afflicted regions, have 
the right to know if the current 
shortage is real or contrived.” 


he testified. 
Later, in Harrisburg, Shapp 
said natural gas companies are 
m anipulating 
people. 
He 
ridiculed industrial arguments 
that they can't afford to produce 
gag at regulated prices. 
"A ll we have to do Is please 
raise the price and we've got a 
valve to turn on and we'll put 
gas into the lines." he mimicked 
industrialists. 
The gas companies biame

reg ula t io n .

controls the price of gas sold 
over state lines but does not 
control gas produced and sold 
within the same state. 
Interstate prices are as low as 
$1.42 per 1,000' cubic feet (rrtcf). 
Unregulated 
intrastate

prices run above $2 per mcf. 
There Is plenty of natural gas 
in 
states 
like 
Texas 
and 
Louisiana, where great quan­ 
tities are even used for elec­ 
trical generation. That would be 
considered

Congress acted Wednesday on 
legislatlonn to divert natural gas 
to needy states. The bill includes 
a provision for higher prices. 


Irving Cook, an executive in 
the UGI Gas Corp., appeared 
before the House Republican 
caucus this week to explain the 
fuel crisis. He was asked if there 
had been hoaxes designed to get 
the price hikes.

Laudadlo noted 
the Europeon energy industry

plies in the face of a national 
cris is ... 
"We believe the time has 
come to put a halt to these 
alleged blackmail tactics,” It 
said. 
“ If the above allegations are 
proved true and accurate, the 
United States Congress (should) 


take 
immediate 
steps 
to 
nationalize the natural gas in­ 
dustry in America,” said the 
resolution. 


Laudadio said he hoped it will 
be acted on by the full House 
next week.

Robert Rutera spent most of his 
time this week blaming the 
Shapp administration for not 
doing a good enough job in 
responding to emergencies. 


But while on a tour of western

Rutera said Wednesday that

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After winter crisis 
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State officials fear fast thaw may cause floods 


HARRISBURG CAP) - After 
the cold will com* the thaw and 
enough melting ice and water to 
make some communities forget 
they ever had a winter energy 
crisis, state officials fear. 
The danger period will be mid- 
March when a rapid thaw and 
rain could turn frozen rivers into 
o v e r f l o w i n g 
c h u t e s 
of 
destructive tee and water, Gov. 
Shapp said Wednesday. 
“It is not the intent of my 
administration

conference.

Shapp urged homeowners and

at the rate of 2,000 a week, said

William Sheppard.

program, can get coverage with 
only a 15-day waiting period, 
even if an immediate flooding 
danger exists, Sheppard said. 
Persons living in 432 other flood- 
prone communities can’t get the 
insurance because their local

require ments. 
Maximum 
$35,000 coverage 
for the dwelling costs $87 a year 
and maximum $10,000 coverage 
on furnishing costs $35 a year. 
Shapp said there is more ice 
on state waterways now than

flood, 
the 
last 
massive one caused by ice and 
thawing problems. 
The ice now ranges from 12 to 
18 inches deep, compared to 10 
to 11 inches at the same time in 
1936, 
said O.D. White, chief 
hyrdologist with the National 
Weather 'Service at Harrisburg. 
Meanwhile, the state limped 
along in the energy shortage 
Wednesday despite a respite 
from the bitter cold of the 
weekend.

Midwest, East fight 
Arctic cold wave

The cold, the layoffs and the 
fuel 
sh o rta g e s 
co n tin u ed 
Wednesday, but Americans in 
frozen cities and towns across 
the Midwest and East fought 
back with clean up and con­ 
servation efforts, 
"It’s still a disaster, but at last 
we’re coping with 
it," said 
Edward Regan, chief executive 
of New York’s Erie County, 
which includes hard-hit Buffalo. 
While Congress worked on 
emergency energy legislation 
and officials warned of long­ 
term 
and 
costly 
industrial 
shutdowns, 
new 
conservation 
measures were put into effect in 
some of the dozen or so states 
suffering the most from the cold. 
Exact figures on the number 
of people out of work because of 
factors directly or indirectly 
related to gas curtailments were 
difficult to come by. Estimates 
ranged up to two million, with 
Ohio 
reporting

mlion 
unemployed in that state alone. 
The 
Federal 
Energy 
Ad­ 
ministration said it had reports 
of unemployment ranging from 
600,000 to 1.4 million. "The lower 
number comes from 
reports

direct resus of plant closings 
and the higher numbers come 
from state reports that include

The FBI lists: 38 bombings, 
attemptecf bombings or other 
incidents attributed to the 
NWLF since the first attempted 
bombing of a General Motors 
facility on Aug. 5.1974. 
There have been no arrests in 
any of the incidents. 
The FBI said there have been 
virtually no injuries from the 
bombings, but the damage is 
estimated at millions of dollars. 
The vast majority of bom­ 
bings claimed by the NWLF 
have occurred in the San 
Francisco Bay area. Among the 


Township may ban

Borough Manager 
Richard Don, Finance Officer 
Peter Bradley and Charles 
W itte , of th e b o ro ug h 
engineering firm, spent Wed­ 
nesday in Harrisburg explaining 
why Phoenixville needs the 
142.400 the increase would bring 
in.The fact that water customers 
living in Phoenixville are 
already paying the 50 per cent 
rate increase, while township 
customers are waiting for word 
from the PUC, and continue to 
pay the old rate, will have no 
impact on the final decision, 
said Robert Pennell, PUC rate 
analyst, 
“ The issue is if the borough’s 
cost of service is proportionate 
to the income from the 
customers and the investment 
back into the water depart­ 
ment,” said Pennell. 
Don explained he, Greenwood. 
Bradley and the engineers had 
met several times before the 
Harrisburg hearing to make 
sure they had sufficient 
documents to justify their cause. 


“We can certainly justify the 
increase,” said Don. The only 
problem he anticipated would be 
from a formal complaint filed by 
Upper Providence Township 
against the increase.

the borough for our hydrants, 
but it is the borough paying the 
borough for the hydrants. 
Nonetheless, it exists,” said 
DonPennell said Phoenixville 
officials spent Wednesday 
pouring testimony into the 
record, as Greenwood cross- 
examined the other officials to 
explain the need for the in­ 
crease.

Providence Township solicitor, 
attended the hearing simply to 
observe, said Pennell. “I don’t 
know if he will bring witnesses 
up at the Feb. 24 hearing or 
not,” he said. 
After the Feb. 24 hearing, the 
PUC administrative law judge 
Calvin Spitler, will file a report 
with the commission and the 
commission will rule on the 


increase, said Pennell. 
Phoenixville had applied for 
the increase the day after 
council voted to raise the rates, 
and the day the Increase would 
have been effective—July 1. 
The PUC asked for another 
a p p licatio n , and chided 
Phoenixville for voting too close 
to the wire, then four months 
later turned down the increase. 
Don said he hopes the PUC 
will decide this time to make the 
increase retroactive to Dec. 1, 
which would at least give the 
borough the Income from out of 
town customers five months 
after It expected it, rather than 


eight, if the commission decides 
in March. 
Township customers got about 
$2,000 back when the increase 
was denied in a letter Nov. 24. 
They had paid the increase since 
July 1. 
The increased income 
will go towards repairing the 
aging water system, said Don.

Clogged drains are the 
most common 
plumbing

they 
remain 
until

are 
“ harvested.” 
The 
older 
the 
pearl is, the more coats of nacre 
it will have, and the more ex­ 
pensive it becomes, since the 
more coats a pearl has, the more 
light it reflects.
